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DETAILED ACTION 

Applicant's election without traverse of Group I in the reply filed on November 13, 
2006 is acknowledged. 

Claims 2-5 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 1 .142(b) 
as being drawn to a nonelected inventions, there being no allowable generic or linking 
claim. Election was made without traverse in the reply filed on November 13, 2006. 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Quan et al, 
"Preparation and application of porous calcium fluoride - a novel fluorinating reagent 
and support of catalyst", Journal of Fluorine Chemistry, 116, Issue 1 , 28 July 2002, pp. 
65-69. 

Quan discloses a porous calcium fluoride (PFC) with more than 60 m 2 /g surface 
area (note abstract). The BET surface areas of different calcium fluoride products are 
listed in Table 1 and 2, such as 32.8, 53.1, 61.6 and 46.9 m 2 /g for products No. 3, 4, 5 
and 6, respectively, in Table 1; 48.27, 50.27, 37.63, 31.80, and 20.35 m 2 /g for products 
No. 1 , 2, 3, 4 and 5, respectively, in Table 2. 
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The calcium fluoride products of Quan anticipate the claimed product. 



Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Pulley et al 
(4,234,555). 

Pulley '555 discloses a calcium fluoride product which as a nitrogen surface area, 
i.e. BET surface area, in the range of from about 1 to 200 m 2 /g (note claim 3). 
The value of "200" is within the claimed range. 
The calcium fluoride of Pulley '555 anticipates the claimed product. 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Quan or 
Pulley '555. 

Quan or Pulley '555 is applied to disclose a calcium fluoride product as stated in 
the above rejections. 

For other values beside the exemplified values, as disclosed in Quan, or the end 
value of "200" in Pulley '555, the broad range of "more than 60 m 2 /g" in Quan or "about 
1 to 200 m 2 /g" in Pulley overlaps the claimed range of "20 m 2 /g to 200 m 2 /g". 
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With respect to the encompassing and overlapping ranges previously discussed, 
the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art 
at the time of invention to select the portion of the prior art's range which is within the 
range of the applicants' claims because it has been held prima facie case of 
obviousness to select a value in a known range by optimization for the results. In re 
Boesch, 205 USPQ 215. Additionally, the subject matter as a whole would have been 
obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time invention was made to have 
selected the overlapping portion of the range disclosed by the reference because 
overlapping ranges have been held to be a prima facie case of obviousness. In re 
Malagari, 182 USPQ 549. 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure.
